Effective January first 
students at. Oyster River will 
not be allowed to smoke on 
school grounds. This rule follows 
a new state law that says, **Sale 
and distribution of tcbacco 
products to persons under 18 
years of age is prohibited.** A 
proposal to the School Board 
from a policy committe of the 
board says, **smoking by students 
is prohibited in Oyster River 
school buildings, on school 
grounds or at activities 
sponsored by the school, either 
on campus or off campus.** 
Another aspect of the proposal 
is that **Staff members are 
encouraged to minimize or 
refrain from smoking on school 
premises.** This language 
apparently doesn't bar teachers 
from smoking. 

This policy still needs to go 
before the school board and be 
approved to pass. A1 Elwell 
Assistant Superintendent said, 
**Even as a smoker I think the 


two policies are contradictS^^yAM. N.H. 
Mr. Elwell said that Mr. Jones 
feels the same way as he does 
about the poUcy. The student 
response to the poUcy is very 
similar. Junior Bethany Blessing 
said, **I think the smoking area is 
o.k. as long as it stays outside.*' 

** Based on a historical 
context the removal of the 
smoking section can cause many 
more problems than exist now,** 
said Tom McDonough Student 
Representative to 
smoking cont. on pg.

Grading Policy for Sept.

A proposed new grading 
system at the Oyster River High 
School will affect the class of 
1988 and on. The proposal 
initiated by the teachers and 
sta'ff was given tentative 
approval by the Faculty 
Advisory Committee in November 
and went to the full faculty for 
approval in December. 

The issue at hand is the 
proposed distinction between the 
A and the A-; B and the B- 
etc... As it is now, the value of 
an A~ is the same as an A when 
averaged into a student's grade 
point average. (An A- is a 4.0 
the same as an A.) 

The idea of giving different 
point values for minuses had 
been proposed at the end of last 
year, but it was too late to 
begin the process of changing 
the report card scoring system. 


The consensus has been that 
this change in the point values 
will benefit the students more 
than not. Thusfar no one has 
objected to this proposed 
change. 

How beneficial one may ask? 
At present some feel that a 
teacher will not give the student 
(for example) a B- as an 
end-of-the-year average instead 
of the C+ because it counts the 
same as a B in the student's 
GPA. The student who deserved 
the B+ but instead received a B 
should not get the same number 
of points averaged in as the 
student who received a B-. 

For example if a student 
receives a B, B+, B + , B for each 
quarter and a B for the year; 
then another receives a C, C+, 
B-, B and a B- for the year, the 
grades under the current system 
are worth the same. 


Oyster River 
teachers are playing 
with video machines.

NEW ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS 
HAVING LITTLE IMPACT ON 
ATHLETES

"No pupil who has failed 
to pass four units of work 
during the previous ranking 
period shall represent the 
school in any interscholastic 
contest." (N.H.I.A.A. 
Rulebook) 

This is the new rule that 
the New Hampshire 
Interscholastic A theletic 
Association(N.H.I.A.A.) put 
into effect September 1, 
1986. The previous rule was 
the same, except a student 
was required to pass three 
units of work. 

According to Henry 
LaBranche, chairman of the 
N.H.I.A.A., the rule was 
changed to "keep in 
compliance with the new 
state graduation 
requirements of 19 3/4 

credits." David Nichols, 
Athletic Director of Oyster 
River High School, feels the 
rule was changed to help 
with the national problem of 
athletes not getting a good 
education. 

"There has been very 
little impact in the state,” 
said James Desmarais, the 
executive director of the 
N.H.I.A.A. He feels the 
major reason for this is, 
twenty-one out of the 
eighty-nine high schools that 
are members of the 
N.H.I.A.A. have higher 
requirements than the state 


already. 

LaBranche says that 
schools that already have 
higher requirements than the 
old rule were barely hurt at 
all, while schools that went 
along with the state rule 
were hurt only sUghtly, not 
losing more than two or 
three players out of all the 
schools fall teams. 

*T never felt sorry for a 
student who is in eligible (for 
sports) because of grades," 
said Bob Dodge, Athletic 
D^ector of Winnaccunnet 
High School. Many coaches 
and principals feel the same 
way, as they are totaally for 
the new rule. There is also 
the other side. 

**I support the effort but 
I dont*t think it*s the most 
effective way," said Nichols. 
He thinks that close 
monitoring of the students 
effort would be more 
effective. Nichols, along 
with many of the other 
athletic directors think it is 
still to early to tell if the 
rule is really affecting the 
state. 

Schools were notified of 
this new rule approximately 
one year before it went into 
effect. The new rule also 
states that a student may 
not gain eligibility by 
attending summer school, 
and incompletes are not 
considered passing grades. 


Focus Helps Some Students 
Get Their Act Together

Hogan plays an innocent 
rough-tough outback man 
who wrestled (or poached) 
crocodiles for a living, until 
Linda Kozlowski, a New 
York reporter steps in. 
Kozlowski is a high-class 
New Yorker who is working 
on a story in Sydney, 
Australia. For the sake of a 
story, she encounters Dundee 
and stays with him for a few 
days. 

Kozlowski then tackles 
the jungle on her own to 
prove to Dundee that she 
can handle herself anywhere. 
Dundee follows her in 
amusement (he also is 
amused by her very high cut 
bathing suit).

Pat Coughlin of 
Southeastern N.H. Services 
talked about her local drug 
and alcohol counseling at a 
press conference recently at 
Oyster River High School. 

Coughlin feels every 
school in the nation has a 
drug and alcohol problem to 
some extent, but that "the 
problem at Oyster River is 
mostly hidden",that is, drugs 
and alcohol and things 
related to their use aren't 
seen in the hallways and 
around school. Pat Coughlin 
emphasized the fact that is 
very,very difficult to get 
people to admit they have a 
problem. "The person 
admitting they have a 
problem is the first step 
toward recovery," Coughlin 
pointed out. _ 

As far as Coughlin's role 
at O.R.H.S. goes, she is 
focusing on kids who are 
having problems of almost 
any kind. She will also 
educate classes on drugs and 
alcohol and their abuse. 
Coughlin stressed that she 
always has an "open door 
policy," and is willing to 
talk to anybody. 

She is in her office in 
I the faculty office area near 
the library on Tuesdays. 

Pat Coughlin attended 
UNH in the early seventies 
and later went to Utah. She 
received education in drug 
and alcohol counseling and 
related social work from the 
University of Utah. Pat then 
moved back to New 
Hampshire where she joined 
Southeastern N.H. Services 
as a drug and alcohol 
counselor. Pat Coughlin is 
happy she was approached 
by Oyster River and feels 

she can be of great help 
here. 


7 
video disk machine is 
under the control of a 
computer, programed to 
follow a certain lesson 
format, the learning 
possibilities are 
almost endless. 

Although none of 
the lessons are yet 
ready for use, Mrs. 
Milliken and Mrs. 
Gephart are working on 
home-grown lessons of 
their own. These 
lessons will become the 
property of the state 
and will be distributed 
statewide• 

The interactive 
video disk program is 
all a part of the 
governor's "initiative 
for excellence in 
education, in the area 
of innovative uses of 
technology . " 

Oyster River was 
selected to be one of 
six experimental pilot 
sites. According to 
Paul Gasowski, the 

techn ician/coordinator 
of the program, "we are 
a development and 
research site for how 
well and easily an 
interactive video disk 

can be used by 
teachers." 

Specific lessons 
that are "in the works" 
are one on ocean waves 
(Mrs. Milliken) and a 
geology lesson on 
plate techtonics (Mrs. 
Gephart). Mr. Celentano 
has been downscaling 
the difficult-y of the 
lessons so that they 
can be used by his 
special education 
s tudents . 

For high school 
students, the new 
development could mean 
the abolition of the 
"I'm-too-busy-to-teach- 
you- th is-right-now" 
statement that an 
over-encumbered teacher 
might direct towards an 
aspiring student. 

With this system. 
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The interactive 
video units themselves, 
however, are not 
wit.hout their problems . 
Right now the entire 
program is almost at a 
screeching halt due to 
a problem with the new 
computers that came 
with the program. 
According to Mrs. 
Milliken, "there are 
better (interactive 
video disk) units being 
manufactured in Japan, 
but they are not 
permitted to be sold in 
the U.S ."
